“The Bible Fellowship” in Politics 


A Spokane despatch to the New York “Globe” (May 23) 
said: “An active part in the primary election in this State 
is to be taken by the Bible Fellowship of Washington, an 
organization of representatives of Protestant churches, in an 
announced effort to compel both the Republican and Demo- 
cratic parties to take an affirmative or negative stand on the 
question of admitting the Bible to the public schools, R. L. 
Edmiston, president of the organization declared to-day. As 
set forth in its printed matter, the object of the Bible Fel- 
lowship ‘is to remove legal barriers to the reading of the 
Bible in the public schools of the state.’ ” 


Christian Endeavor Prospects in Russia 


“The New York Tribune” (May 24), in an account of a 
meeting at the Broadway Tabernacle to welcome: Dr. Fran- 
cis E. Clarke, the founder of the Christian Endeavor move- 
ment, on his return from a European trip, said: “He has just 
returned from a visit to Central and Southeastern Europe, 
where he said he found a great spiritual revival. In Germany, 
he says, the Church movement has grown to three times its 
pre-war size. He said the Archimandrite of the Greek 
Church, a Russian refugee in Berlin, told him that notwith- 
standing the Bolshevik proscription of churches, there was 
now a great revival of religious. feeling and that the Chris- 
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tian Endeavor movement was to become a part of the reju- 
venated Church in Russia.” 


A Blessed Form of Insanity 


The April issue of “Truth-Verita,” an Italian evangelical 
paper printed in both Italian and English, says that Monsig- 
nor Perosi, the musical director of the Sistine Chapel in the 
Vatican, has become a Protestant. The editor, Mr. Gug- 
lielmi, writes: “The Italian press, of course under the im- 
mediate and political control of Jesuitism, being unable 
to explain the phenomenon of the conversion of an Italian 
priest from the darkness of Romanism into the light of the 
Gospel Religion, announces that this phenomenon is one of 
mental deviation, and that Monsignor Perosi is sick in mind, 
mad and crazy, and that he must go into a sanatorium.” 


As Taught in Australia 


Father Merner, speaking at Melbourne, in September, 
1920, upon the legislative power of the Church of Rome, said: 
—“Whenever the civil authority clashes with that of the 
Church, God concedes to her the only authority that can exist 
in such a case.” 

Protestants may see—but, unfortunately, too often treat 
it with a tolerant contempt—the menace and peril that such 
pernicious teaching is to our future political freedom. They 
are too easy-going to adopt combative methods. Such doc- 
trines, however, permeate the minds of Roman Catholics, and 
their influence may easily be traced by their combination and 
activity. «Throughout Australia, Catholic political thought is 
directed from the altars. Too many direct incidences are re- 
corded to permit of doubt on this point. “The Protestant 
World” (Sydney, N. S. W.) March 16, 1922. 


Concerning Certain Propaganda 

At the Congress at Strasburg (Alsace) May 21, of the 
French National Veterans Association at which representa- 
tives of the American, British and other veteran bodies were 
present, M. Poincare denounced “the insidious plottings of 
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pan-German propaganda at home and abroad, notably in 
America, to separate Alsace-Lorraine from France.” The 
American veterans were represented by Col. Cabot Ward, 
Major Arthur W. Kipling and C. Carpenter. Major Kipling in 
the course of his address, which was greatly applauded, de- 
clared: “Little by little we are being set against each other. 
If we do not resist this insidious propaganda, soon the fatal 
task will have been completed.” There can be little doubt 
that the new hyphenate “All-American” party is one of the 
parts of the pan-German scheme, its specialty being to sepa- 
rate the American nation from the peoples of all the common- 
wealths that make up the British Empire by means of the 
Vatican-vassal Sinn Fein haters of the Protestants of the 
Anglo-Saxon race. 


An Anglican View of Pope Pius XI 
Like the vast majority of the Popes, with no exception for 
four centuries, Pius XI is an Italian, for the Papacy is a 
Roman domination of the world, a lever resting on the ful- 
crum of Italian soil. The Roman Church is not merely, as 
Hobbes said, “the ghost of the dead Empire, crowned and 
sceptred amid the ruins thereof,” but she is the Roman domin- 
ion spiritually expressed intoxicated with the lust of world- 
empire. For she is seated geographically, racially and politi- 
cally on the Seven Hills. “And I saw the woman sitting 
upon”—that is, both upheld and directing—‘“a scarlet-coloured 
beast”: she is also enthroned on “peoples and nations and mul- 
titudes and tongues” (ver. 5). The Conclave of Cardinals ex- 
plained the new Pope’s benediction from the outer balcony of 
St. Peter’s, thus: “His Holiness Pope Pius XI., while making 
every reservation in favor of the inviolable rights of the 
Church and of the Holy See”—by the Law of Guarantees the 
Pope is a Sovereign in Italy, and the Vatican is, ex-territorially, 
a sovereign State, and so an Empire-supported royalty—“has 
given his first blessing from the exterior balcony, not only to 
those in Rome and Italy, but to all nations and all peoples.” 
Our Lord, ascending, blessed the Church (Luke xxiv, 51): the 
Pope, enthroned, blesses the world.—D. M. Panton, in “The 
Churchman’s Magazine,” London, March, 1922. 
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PUBLIC MONEY FOR PAPAL INSTITUTIONS 


A special despatch from Chicago to “The Christian Science 
Monitor” (May 9), intimates that “the constitutional conven- 
tion has just proposed to write into the new Illinois Constitu- 
tion” the practice of payments of public money to sectarian 
institutions. The sender goes on to say: 


A compilation of itemized reports of the Cook County 
board shows that in the years 1905 to 1920 inclusive the board 
paid sectarian institutions a total of $2,322,855.84. Appropria- 
tions of last year will bring the total around $2,500,000. 

The bulk of these payments went to institutions of one 
denomination, which prior to 1905 had been receiving public 
money for a number of years for several institutions. The big 
increase came in 1912, after a Lutheran orphanage began re- 
ceiving public money. The institutions of the Roman Catho- 
lics then advanced from two to nine. In 1919 two Jewish in- 
stitutions, under the Chicago Home for Jewish Orphans, were 
added to the county board’s list. Meantime owing to opposi- 
tion within the Lutheran Church on the ground that the tak- 
ing of public money was contrary to the separation of church 
and state, the Lutheran institution reorganized. Its present 
officers declared it is not sectarian. 

These payments are made under state law which provides 
that for the tuition, maintenance and care of dependent chil- 
dren the county from which they are sent shall pay the in- 
stitution $15 for each girl and $10 for each boy per month. In 
this county children are committed to these institutions by the 
juvenile court. 


A review of payments made by the county from 1905 to 
1920 show the following: 


One Lutheran institution $13,887.59; two Jewish institu- 
tions, $24,537.84; nine Roman Catholic institutions, $2,284, 
430.41. 

The nine Roman Catholic institutions and the amounts 
they have received in this period are as follows: 

St. Mary’s Training School for Boys, $581,034.03 ; Chicago 
Industrial School for Girls, $539,571.10; Illinois Technical 
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School for Colored Girls, $98,524.50; Polish Manual Training 
School for Boys, $211,539.93; St. Hedwig’s Industrial School 
for Girls, $249,260.40; Lisle Manual Training School for 
Boys, $71,139.59; Lisle Industrial School for Girls, $72,030.82; 
Catherine Kasper Industrial School for Girls, $255,752.81, and 
Kettler Manual Training School for Boys, $205,577.23. 

The condition attached by the Constitutional Convention 
to its proposal is that when public institutions are supplied 
with sufficient funds from other sources public appropriations 
cease. There are no institutions of the kind in this 'county 
to-day. 

The very obvious question arises: Why should the man- 
agers of these sectarian institutions worry about getting funds 
from any other source if the State of Illinois will allow the 
public treasury to be plundered for their support? 


“DIVIDE AND RULE” 


The efforts of official agents of the Vatican in Australia and 
New Zealand to create antagonism between the various peo- 
ples and commonwealths that make up the British Empire and 
this Republic are finding at least one imitation in Canada. A 
Montreal despatch to the New York “Tribune” of April 10 
says that in an address at the Reform Club the previous day 
\W. F. Carroll, M. P. for Cape Breton and Richmond, advo- 
cated separatism for the Dominion. Not having any specific 
grievance to complain of, he based. his demand on the fact 
that Canada was “not a nation,” although she “enjoyed 
political and religious freedom. We. are a dependency 
of the British crown,” he added. “Nationhood implies the 
right to make treaties and settle our own difficulties. If you 
want proof that we are not a nation look at the Privy Council. 
Not a bill becomes law until it is sanctioned by the King in 
the person of the Governor General.” No particulars as to 


any injury inflicted on the Dominion by this state of things 
seem to have been given. 
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“THE PORTRAIT OF THE ARTIST AS A YOUNG 
MAN” 


One of the principal reasons for the indifference of Prot- 
estant Christians to the evangelization of the Catholic peo- 
ples of all communions, but of Roman Catholics in particular, 
is that while they know something—but not enough—of what 
“Rome” DOES, they know next to nothing of what “Rome” IS. 
They judge—when they take the trouble to judge at all—Cath- 
olics by certain individuals of their acquaintance in business 
or social relations. ‘My dear sir, you are quite mistaken, I 
am sure. I know quite a lot of Catholics myself, and I am 
sure that they would never do any such things as you talk 
about. Of course, I don’t know anything as to what they be- 
lieve, as individuals, but I very much doubt if such a man as 
O’Brien, for instance, on our board of directors, really be- 
lieves that any man can forgive his sins, or that a few words 
by a priest can change a wafer of flour and water into the 
body and blood of Christ. He has too much common sense; 
and is altogether too well educated to believe any such rub- 
bish. Why, I wouldn’t believe him if he told me he did. I 
should only set it down that he was brought up in the Church, 
and those things being included in its teaching, he, in a sense, 
swallowed them with the rest; no one supposes that every 
member of a Baptist or Presbyterian or Methodist Church 
necessarily believes implicitly every detail of all the teaching 
contained in the body of denominational doctrine. If I were as 
good a man all round as O’Brien, I’d be pretty well satisfied.” 

This is a line of talk frequently met with when pressing 
the claims of the Catholfe people upon Protestants for effort 
to enlighten their dark souls with the light of the true Gospel 
of reconciliation with God and of deliverance from the guilt 
and power of sin in this life, set forth in the New Testament. 

“The Portrait of the Artist as a Young Man” (B. W. 
Huebsch, Inc., New York, $2.00) is the third Catholic novel 
that has reached us this year, all three dealing with the “relig- 
ion” in which their writers were brought up. Not one of the 
three contains any evidence that the author has any concep- 
tion of the truth as it is in Jesus, even as an academic proposi- 
tion, and none of them suggests that the “hero” has either 
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found rest unto his (or her) soul, or has any idea where to go 
to find it. In passing it may be said the same thing can be 
written concerning the South American intellectuals who 
write on Catholicism in connection with the history of the 
nations of “The Neglected Continent” in “Inter-America” 
(Doubleday, Page & Co., New York, bi-monthly, 80 cents a 
year). In one form or other they all write down the failure 
of “Rome” to bestow any blessings on those peoples during the 
last four centuries, but none of them appears to have the 
slightest knowledge either of our Lord Himself or of the way 
to His blessed presence. 

Here and there through the book are sentences that set 
forth the blighting effects of Roman Catholic education, and 
one can not help but wonder to what extent similar result? 
are produced by the curriculum of the parochial schools here. 
For example, on page 210, we read: 

“His nurse had taught him Irish and shaped his rude imag- 
ination by the broken lights of Irish myth. He stood towards 
the myth upon which no individual mind had ever drawn out a 
line of beauty and to its unwieldy tales that divided them- 
selves as they moved down the cycles in the same attitude as 
toward the Roman Catholic religion, the attitude of a dull- 
witted loyal serf.” 

The next sentence derives a very sinister significance as we 
look at the state of Ireland since the signing of the Treaty : 

“Whatsoever of thought or feeling came to him from Eng- 
land or by way of English culture his mind stood armed 
against in obedience to a password: and of the world that lay 
beyond England, he knew only the Foreign Legion of France, 
in which he spoke of serving.” 

Here is a pen portrait of “the dean”: 

“As he came back to the hearth limping slightly, but with a 
brisk step, Stephen saw the silent soul of a Jesuit look out at 
him from the pale loveless eyes. Like Ignatius [ Loyola—Ed.] 
he was lame, but in his eyes burned no spark of Ignatius’ en- 
thusiasm. Even the legendary craft of the Company, a craft 
subtler and more secret than its fabled books of secret subtle 
wisdom, had not fired his soul with the energy of apostleship. 
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It seemed as if he used the shifts and love and cunning of the 
world, as bidden to do, for the greater glory of God, without 
joy in their handling or hatred of that in them Which was evil, 
but turning them with a firm gesture of obedience, back upon 
themselves; and for all this silent service it seemed as if he 
loved not at all the master and little, if at all, the ends he 
served. Similiter abque senis baculus, he was, as the founder 
would have had him, like a staff in an old man’s hand, to be 
leaned on in the road at nightfall or in stress of weather, to lie 
with a lady’s nosegay on a garden seat, to be raised in 
menace.” 

On page 287 is the end of a conversation with a friend 
which reads thus: 

“Do you fear then that the God of the Roman Catholics 
would strike you dead and damn you if you make a sacrile- 
gious communion ?” 


“The God of the Roman Catholics could do that now: I fear 
more than that chemical action which would be set up in my 
soul by a false homage to a symbol behind which are massed 
twenty centuries of authority and veneration.” 

“Would you—in extreme danger commit that particular 
sacrilege? For instance, if you lived in the penal days?” 

“I cannot answer for the past. Possibly not.” 

“Then you do not intend to become a Protestant ?” 

“T said that I had lost the faith, but not that I had lost self- 
respect. What kind of liberation would that be to forsake an 
absurdity which is logical and coherent and to embrace one 
which is illogical and incoherent ?” 

There are several more pages, but these are the last words 
that give any indication of the religious ideas of the writer. 
The final lines of the book are two dates: “Dublin, 1904; 
Trieste, 1914.” So one must suppose that after ten years he 
had failed to find any resting place for his restless and unsatis- 
fied soul. Alas! and alas! for the unfortunate Catholic people 
whose religious lives are portrayed in this book. 

The book is well-written by a clever man, and even the 
few blemishes of coarseness and vulgarity of language are 
typical accompaniments of the Papal cult, as evidenced by the 
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existence of the Holy Name Society, as well as by the experi- 
ence of those who work in shops and factories with the victims 
of parochial school education. 

No one with any experience of the real Salvation of Jesus 
Christ could read this book without feelings of the deepest 
sympathy for the unhappy victims of ignorance and supersti- 
tion, and the doctrines of devils imposed upon them by the 
priestcraft of an alien hierarchy. 






WHY I LEFT THE ROMAN CHURCH

I was born in Dublin, in the sixties, of most thoroughly 
Roman Catholic parents. Educated partly by the Christian 
3rothers of that city and in part by the Patrician Brothers, | 
was always given to understand most clearly that I was des- 
tined to be a priest and a “Son of St. Patrick.” The idea 
never once entered my head, that I could ever, from conscien- 
tious convictions, from matured observations, walk down the 
altar steps, right through the aisle and away out into the 
great throbbing world of Protestantism beyond, never to re- 
turn. Yet this is what has happened to me, who for a period 
of sixteen and a half years was known as Brother Andrew 
and Father Andrew of the Passionist Order, Australia. 

There is not one among my old compatriots, nor my new 
of the Protestant Ministry for the past fifteen years, more 
astounded thereat than I am myself. What I am to-day—a 
Presbyterian Minister and a fearless opponent to the en- 
croachments of the Vatican party in Australia 
Grace of God. 








I am by the 


I hold no hate in my heart against my Roman Catholic 
brothers and sisters as such; quite the contrary: because of 
honored and honorable individuals among them, I have held 
back both my pen and my speech from assaults on the sys- 
tem itself, though it is against the system that I have taken 
up a stand. And this because of its unscripturalness, unrea- 
sonableness, unnaturalness and utter disloyalness to every 
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government except that which panders to it, as did Germany 
for a price, Ireland through superstition and the Protestant 
United States of America and the Commonwéalth of Aus- 
tralia through lack of knowledge and a want of thorough or- 
ganization. 

Whilst my protestant life is a veritable way of the Cross, 
owing to the contradiction of sinners that has beset my path- 
way since I “verted” and withstood them to the face, yet I 
am not without much comfort and encouragement in the way 
of barriers thrown down between the more intellectual and 
Christianly of them and that Protestantism that they were 
taught to regard as the very spawn of lust, ambition and in- 
fidelity to Christ, very much comfort indeed, and encourage- 
ment, too, by the presence of many thousands of them at my 
public and private meetings in halls and at church services. 

But when I receive them into fellowship at the Supper 
Table of the Lord and they confess Him before all men under 
the Protestant standards, then it is that I feel the Father is 
blessing my work and that I have not succeeded in vain. 

As stated in my “Let there be Light,” I withdrew from 
my Priesthood’s Monastructions and boyhood’s Church for 
minor-major reasons. I will not go deeply into that phase of 
the question now, beyond stating that the interior lives of too 
many of the ecclesiastics were not by any means the lives 
that men of God could, would or should live. So my faith 
grew weak, its lamp dim. 

That faith and its dimness in strength and in lustre were 
at a vanishing point the day when after four years of secret 
and silent investigation as to the relative credentials of Ro- 
manism and Protestantism, and the doctrines of Papal In- 
fallibility: the real presence: Communion under one kind 
for the laity, and the confessional, in all their supposed in- 
tegrity, dignity and sublimity fell before my soul, as does 
a child’s house made of cards, when a blast from the outside 
storm enters the room. 


From the eleventh of September, 1907, till to-day and 
this moment I have never regretted that step of so much 
study, worry, strain and trial, I have paced their churches 
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since, looked into their confessionals since, stood at their 
communion rails since, handled their prayerbooks and rosaries 
in church left behind since, I have gazed long and earnestly 
upon their very tabernacles since without ever even one pang 
of regret or fear or desire to return. 

Happy am I? There may be as happy on earth, I hope 
so earnestly. For then would be realized in actuality 
heaven on earth. This I will say in all truth, there is no 
happier on earth. 

When on Sabbath days I expound God’s Word to His 
people and I behold my little girl, 13 years old, among her 
companions praising God, and my noble-souled wife—once 
a child of Mary—with her friends of the Guild, upholding my 
hands in prayer, the happiness I experienced on my days of 
Ordination and First Mass fades away into the dimnesses, so 
brilliant and so many hued in Christ Jesus are the emotions 
that at such times thrill my soul. 

That which I have thus feebly portrayed is the continual 
condition of my brave partner, who whilst I address Austra- 
lian audiences is ever on the alert to anticipate an enemy’s 
dagger thrust, or revolver shot, by the insertion of her own 
warm and pulsating body between them and me, her only 
confessor and loved one from her fresh and innocent six- 
teenth year, when first she met her man of destiny and 
loved him secretly and hopelessly. But God was kinder than 
Rome regardless of the criminal law of celibacy, and made the 
impossible easy, natural and holy. 

The avalanche of insulting letters which is incessant is 
one thousand times more than countered by the wealth of 
affection, care, wit and humor, which our little daughter 
Dorothy Winifred Rose never ceases in God’s way to pour 
into our lives. She has now caught me writing these lines 
for Brother Forscutt, and she hurries to her piano, to help 
me with an old monastic favorite of mine: “Cavalleria Rus- 
ticana.” 

We are a happy ex-priest and family. Our chief regret is 
that there are so many unhappy priests who could be so 
happy with just a little more trust in God, a little more 
knowledge of the principles of Protestantism and a little less 
fear of the Inquisition’s powers under the Stars and Stripes. 
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THE KNIGHTS OF COLUMBUS AND J.C. PELLETIER 


It is satisfactory to note that the attitude of the Supreme 
Grand Knight of the K. of C. towards Joseph C. Pelletier, 
who was recently removed from his office of District Attor- 
ney of Suffolk County, Mass., by the Supreme Court of the 
State for malfeasance and misfeasance in office differs ma- 
terially from that of other prominent men in the Order. A 
“Tribune” despatch from Oswego, N. Y. (May 25) said that 
“Drastic resolutions demanding a general housecleaning of 
the Supreme Council, Knights of Columbus, were adopted at 
the closing session of the New York State Council here to- 
day.” Also that further provision was made that James A. 
Flaherty, supreme knight, and John B. Kennedy, editor of 
“Columbia,” be censured for publicity given in connection 
with the Pelletier case. Delegates to the National Supreme 
Council session at Atlantic City during the week of August 
1, were instructed to present these resolutions. 

A Boston despatch to the “New York Herald,” May 8, 
said that Judge Carroll of the Supreme Court of Massachu- 
setts, had ordered the disbarment of Mr. J. C. Pelletier, 
recently removed as District Attorney of Suffolk County on 
charge of conspiracy to extort money and improper action in 
procuring and quashing indictments. 

A Boston despatch to the “New York Tribune,” May 28, 
said: “Leaders of the Democratic party in all sections of the 
state are well nigh flabbergasted by former District Attorney 
Pelletier’s announcement of his candidacy for his old position 
this fall. Pelletier’s candidacy means that Suffolk County 
must again be plunged into a campaign based on religious 
prejudice. His only issue in appealing to the voters for vindi- 
cation is that he was the victim of religious persecution when 
he was ousted from office for corruption.” 

Just how a disbarred lawyer could perform the duties of 
District Attorney, if elected, is not explained. 

The New York “World” of the same date said that Dr. 
John G. Coyle, of Brooklyn, declaring that Mr. Pelletier 
“is unworthy to continue in his $15,000 position” “called upon 
him for his resignation from both the position and the Order.” 
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“Pelletier was the Prosecutor accused as shielding partici- 
pants in an orgy of prominent movie people in a Woburn 
roadhouse.” 

“Because of his attack upon the National Council, Coyle’s 
defeat for re-election was called for and Daniel A. Tobin of 
Loyola Council, Brooklyn, was put forth against him. Coyle 
was re-elected by ten votes. Dr. Coyle also attacked the 
Supreme officers who have been perpetuating themselves in 
office for the last thirteen years. He charged that the records 
of the Supreme Council, so far as finances go, are full of 
errors, and that the publicity sent out by the Department of 
Publicity created by the Supreme Board of Directors is mis- 
leading, untrue and foolish, and he called attention to speci- 
fic instances.” He also paid his respects of the Supreme Grand 
Knight thus: “When the case against Pelletier had been 
closed and while the evidence was being considered, Flaherty 
gave out a statement to the press from his office, No. 105 
West 40th Street, New York City, asserting that Pelletier 
was assailed and brought into court because of racial and 
religious bigotry. 

“In so doing he did not produce a shred of evidence to 
prove that bigotry was at the bottom of the Pelletier case and 
failed to mention that Catholic lawyers had signed the peti- 
tion to have Pelletier brought into court for hearing on the 
charges and failed to mention that two of the five judges who 
heard evidence were Catholics. 

“The Supreme Court unanimously ordered the removal 
of Pelletier from the office of District Attorney, declaring 
him guilty of blackmail, extortion and conspiracy to extort 
money.”

The Inland South America Bulletin for June says: “One 
of our prayer workers living in Brooklyn felt impelled a few 
weeks ago to pray that the Governments in South America 
might become graciously inclined toward our missionaries. 
Word has just arrived from Rio de Janeiro that Brazil has 
offered the new party free rail transportation for men and 
2,400 Ibs. baggage back into the interior hundreds of miles. 
This is a saving of a considerable sum of money and is the 
first time this has ever been done as far as our knowledge 
goes.” 

Dr. Alex. Rattray Hay writes in a way that shows him 
to be possessed of the right kind of Gospel—indeed the only 
kind that is of any real value among pagans either in New 
York or South America. And it is the very same Gospel that 
is taught in Christ’s Mission. He describes it thus—much 
to the gratification of the Editor, who likes to see one of his 
favorite descriptions of the Gospel that has transformed his 
life used by a man of presumably far higher attainments as 
to “culture” and the scholarship of this world. Dr. Hays 
says: “In Inland South America we have learned that it is 
the pure Gospel that ‘delivers the goods.’ The new radical 
gospel has no power to change men’s hearts. I would not 
care to risk my life amongst the Bororos or attempt their 
uplift if I had to trust in the power of culture; but I know 
that the power of the Cross and of the Blood which flows for 
cleansing and healing will bring life and deliverance to that 
degraded people.” Incidentally, we make bold to add that 
it is the only Gospel that will bring light into the minds and 
hearts of the intellectuals of South America, who continually 
advertise their spiritual darkness by their published writings 
on philosophical, literary and historical subjects.

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THE METHODIST ENTERPRISE IN ROME 


If certain British Protestants have any idea that efforts 
on their part to play a Vatican game by trying to keep Ameri- 
can Protestant denominations out of Europe are likely to suc- 
ceed, they should be interested in a Rome despatch of May 
17, to the New York “Times” which says: “The thirty-ninth 
conference of the Italian Methodist Episcopal Church opened 
here to-day under the presidency of Bishop William Burt, 
formerly pastor of the church in Rome, who brought greetings 
from America to his former pastorate. A communion service 
was held, in which a large number of Italian-Methodist pas- 
tors participated. 

“To-day’s session was largely devoted to discussion of the 
following question: ‘In consideration of the present Cath- 
olic reaction, what means must the church avail itself of, and 
what methods must it follow so as to intensify its work of 
progress in propaganda and constantly bring about a more 
Christianly and aggressive policy? ” 

On May 20, the first of seven buildings to be erected on 
Monte Mario was formally dedicated, the Methodist bishops 
of Paris, Zurich and Copenhagen, and Dr. Bertrand M. Tipple 
officiating. Bishop Burt was absent because of indisposition. 
Next day, however, he preached in Italian to “a full attend- 
ance of Italian adherents,” and in the afternoon the members 
of the Conference made a pilgrimage to the tomb of the Italian 
Unknown Soldier, and placed a wreath on it. 

A press despatch to the “New York Herald” (May 22), 
said that the conference was attended by representatives of 
seventy Methodist Italian churches; also that the Govern- 
ment had removed the ban that had been placed upon the 
building of the new Methodist College on Monte Mario, and 
that cofistruction work would commence immediately. 

According to a contemporary the Board of Temperance 
and Public Morals has recently sent out a statement concern- 
ing the Knights of Columbus, which says in part: 

“We are inclined to think that our Catholic brethren, whom 
we greatly respect and for whose religion we have every feel- 
ing of consideration, have brought a great deal of the pres- 
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ent widespread prejudice upon themselves. When they caused 
to be passed by the United States Congress a resolution inter- 
fering in the differences of opinion between Protestant Irish- 
men and Catholic Irishmen they should have known that there 
would have been a reaction unfavorable to them. 

“If we may be permitted, we would like to offer a little 
advice to the Knights of Columbus. It is this: Forget Irish 
politics; allow Protestants to associate themselves together 
in any sort of an organization they please, just as Catholics 
have associated themselves together in an organization called 
the Knights of Columbus; stand for free public education and 
the further restriction of immigration; absolutely refuse to 
accept tax money for the maintenance of denominational in- 
stitutions; return to the United States government as repre- 
senting the American people any unexpended funds that were 
secured from the people as a whole, Protestants and Catholics 
alike, for war work; show the same tolerance towards Metho- 
dists in Italy as you want the Methodists to show you in the 
United States; do these things and you could not get up 
enough anti-Catholic sentiment in the United States to butter 
a biscuit.” 

All of which goes to show the wisdom and to demonstrate 
the foresight of those wise Union Club Roman Catholics who 
warned Archbishop Hayes of the reaction against their 
Church that would be caused by the Sinn Fein Campaign 
against England in this country, and the use of American poli- 
ticians by Roman priests to further the designs of the Vatican.

A LAITY OF PRIESTS 


3e you also as living stones built up, a spiritual house, a 
holy priesthood, to offer up spiritual sacrifices, acceptable to 
God by Jesus Christ.—I Peter i, 5. 

You are a chosen generation, a kingly priesthood, a holy 
nation, a purchased people: that you may declare His virtues, 
who hath called you out of darkness into His marvellous light. 
—I Peter ii, 9. 

The land that was desolate and impassable shall be glad, 
and the wilderness shall rejoice, and shall flourish like the 
lily. 

It shall bud forth and blossom, and shall rejoice with joy 
and praise: the glory of Libanus is given to it: the beauty of 
Carmel and Saron, they shall see the glory of the Lord and 
the beauty of our God.—Isaias xxxv, 1, 2. 

Those Catholic readers who have been taught to regard 
the Epistles of St. Peter as Bulls issued by the first Pope of 
their Church, are likely to feel some surprise at the all-inclu- 
sive nature of some of the words used in the two verses cited 
above—especially the words “house” in the first, and “genera- 
tion,” “nation” and “people” in the second. And if they look 
back to the first verse of this Epistle, they will note that it is 
not addressed to church officials of any rank, but to “strangers 
dispersed” through various provinces, possessed of certain 
spiritual experience. These are two of the verses that go to 
explain the unwillingness of the high Papal authorities that 
the laity should become well acquainted with the teachings of 
the inspired writers of the Scriptures. 

The Papal Church teaches its people that its priests derive 
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their spiritual power through the ordination conferred by their 
superiors in virtue of an “apostolic succession” reaching clear 
back to the days of our Lord. These two verses plainly show 
that St. Peter himself had no such idea; for the word “priest- 
hood” in both verses is associated with others that not only 
include laymen, but also women: for the words “generation,” 
“nation” and “people” could never be used to denote a body 
composed exclusively of men. 

Behold, then, dear reader of the Roman Church, what a 
high privilege God intends you to enjoy—that of being His 
witness to the transforming power of His saving grace, in that 
you have been “called out of darkness into His marvellous 
light”: also, to the priceless blessings that that momentous 
change has brought into your life. 


But you reply: “I have never had any such experience. I 
have never been told that it was possible. Indeed, the priests 
of my Church are as ignorant as myself that any such experi- 
ence is possible for anybody. I have been going to Mass— 
“assisting” (to use a French expression) at the offering up of 
the “unbloody sacrifice”’—for years; but that sacrifice cannot 
have been “acceptable” to God in any one case, for it has been 
repeated daily for centuries. Indeed, so little practical effect do 
attendance at Mass and Confession have upon our daily lives, 
that the priests have formed the Holy Name Society for the 
express purpose of reducing the vices of profanity and blas- 
phemy for which members of our Church in good standing 
have acquired a disagreeable notoriety. And I myself have 
often felt discouraged because the absolutions of the priest 
have seemed as ineffective in my own case, as various resolu- 
tions and firm resolves that I have taken with respect to cer- 
tain sins of thought or word or deed, that continually call out 
the reproaches of my conscience. I have always been anxious 
to please God, and have faithfully obeyed the commands of the 
Church, and yet nothing has happened to me at all like being 
called out of darkness into light. If I have no such experience, 
how can I be a blessing to others, by testifying about it?” 


Dear friend, there is but one reply—that you cannot do so, 
But if you will turn over a few pages from the Epistles of 
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Peter to those of St. John, you will find in the first chapter of 
the first Epistle these words: 


“The blood of. Jesus Christ His Son cleanseth us from all 
sin” (verse 7); and 

“If we confess our sins, He is faithful and just, to forgive 
us our sins, and to cleanse us from all iniquity” (verse 9). 

This implies that you do your confessing to Christ Himself, 
instead of to the priest. And the difference of the result to 
yourself will be manifest at once. When you are “cleansed 
from all iniquity” you will have no further need of the sacri- 
fice of the Mass, because you will know of a certainty that in 
your own case the sacrifice of our Lord on Calvary once for 
all, has been sufficient to reconcile your soul to God, so that 
you have received power to become one of the sons of God 
(John i, 12), conscious of His! personal love for you, and of 
having received into your soul the power to overcome daily 
temptations to the extent that sin no more has any dominion 
over you. 

The verses from Isaias quoted above will then be true in 
your own experience. Instead of your life being desolate and 


impassable in the sense of barrenness of joy and never “get- 
ting anywhere” in your spiritual life you shall have the joy 
of the Lord in your heart, and your life will soon bring forth 
graces that will be beautiful to the eyes of all who know 
you. The selfishness that may have so far been your most 


conspicuous quality, will be in large and increasing measure 
supplanted by thoughtfulness for others, and the members of 
your family will be the first to see and appreciate (let us hope) 
the flowers of kindliness and self-denial that will appear. The 
flowers of “Charity, joy, peace, patience, benignity, goodness, 
longanimity, mildness, faith, modesty, continency, chastity 
(Gal. v.) will adorn your life and make it beautiful. The “joy” 
and “peace” mentioned by the Apostle will give you, in them- 
selves, something of which to testify to those who are quite 
as anxious to have them as you are or ever have been. 

There is abundant evidence of “unrest” among the laity of 
the Roman Church, as elsewhere. Everybody wishes to be 
happy, which is quite natural. But no one can be really happy 
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unless they are at peace with God, for all the misery in the 
world is due to sin, either on the part of the individual or of 
others. 

During the last fifty years at least thirty millions of Catho- 
lics (and their children) have left the Church in this country 
alone, and the priests of all ranks have, by various political 
activities at last created a reaction against the Church through- 
out this country that will doubtless alienate many more of its 
membership (as foreseen by those wise Catholics who warned 
Archbishop Hayes after the attack on the Union Club in New 
York in 1920 by a Sinn Fein mob who had just attended mass 
in St. Patrick’s Cathedral). 

This year the writer has read three Catholic novels, all of 
them dealing with religion. Each of them affords abundant 
evidence of the spiritual bankruptcy of the Church but in not 
one of the three is there the slightest inkling that the author 
has found anything better outside or that he has any acquain- 
tance whatever with evangelical truth in any form. This is 
very, very sad, and affords an additional reason why you, dear 
Catholic reader, should enter into the joy and peace that God 
wishes you to possess and that you should then go on to fulfil 
the injunctions of St. Peter with the result of spreading hap- 
piness and joy and peace in sad and desolate lives as described 
by the prophet Isaias. 

May God bring this about in your life first, and then help 


you to bring other Catholics into your new and happy experi- 
ence! 


THE CATHOLIC BIBLE AND THE ROMAN CHURCH 


Mr. Allen W. Johnston has written a useful book for 
those Protestants who have little or no knowledge of what 
Roman doctrine really is, and how far it is removed from 
the teachings of Scripture. The fact is that with the excep- 
tion of the substitution of the expression “do penance” for 
“repent” and the “arrangement” of the Ten Commandments 
so as to permit of the use of images in churches and genu- 
flexions and prayers before them indistinguishable to the 
ordinary beholder from “worship,” there are few differences 
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as to fundamentals. All the most conspicuous and import- 
ant of the man-made doctrines of Rome are as absent from 
the text of the Douay Bible as they are from the King James 
Version. There are many verbal changes that weaken the 
force of the original, but if the individual Catholic can be 
persuaded to read his own Bible carefully and to accept 
it as a message from God to himself—especially the Gospel 
of St. John—he will have little difficulty in finding the true 
way of salvation. Mr. Johnston’s book would be a good 
book to mention to any Catholic friend, as it demonstrates 
the differences—to use a mild term—between the text of the 
Roman Bible and the doctrines of Rome. Many of the 
sophistries of Cardinal Gibbons’ book “The Faith of Our 
Fathers” are also exposed. A useful book for all inquiring 
minds, whether Catholic or Protestant. 


THE NEW YORK BOARD OF EDUCATION CHANGES 
FRONT 

A few months ago Dr. W. L. Ettinger, Superintendent of 

Schools in New York, permitted the sending out of a letter 


(bearing the names of Mgr. Dunn, Mrs. W. R. Hearst and 
Mrs. Hylan prominently displayed), to the teachers of public 
schools, virtually appointing them collectors for money for a 
building scheme of the Knights of Columbus. The “Tribune,” 
of April 27, said that the Board of Education, sitting as a 
committee of the whole, had decided, the previous day, to 
deny a request of The Salvation Army for permission to 
solicit funds from school pupils in aid of a special appeal for 
“home service” in the city. The Knights of Columbus letter 
brought forth vigorous opposition from one or two denomina- 
tional papers, which seems to have had a salutary effect. The 
incident shows that the acquiescence by silence in raids on the 
treasuries of Cities and States by agents of the Roman hier- 
archy is largely to blame for the numerous appropriations of 
public money for sectarian institutions granted in violation 
of the American fundamental principle of Separation of 
Church and State. It is to be hoped that this matter will 
receive due attention from the Evangelical Protestant Society 
when it commences active operations. 
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THINGS THAT YOU CAN “DO ABOUT IT.” 


You can ask your pastor to send for THE CONVERTED CATH- 
otic for February, 1921, so that he can read the condemnation 
of all our American “free institutions” by Pope Leo XIII, and 
what that Pope said that all “Catholics worthy of the name” 
are to “do about it.” 

You can ask the board that has the furnishing of Sunday 
school supplies to get a copy of “Fox’s Book of Martyrs” 
for the use of the scholars. 

You can ask your pastor to take fifteen minutes at the be- 
ginning of a number of weekly prayer meetings to explain just 
what certain Roman Catholic doctrines really are: for ex- 
ample, the Mass, Purgatory, the Confessional, the Virgin 
Mary’s position, Transubstantiation (separately from the 
Mass), the invocation of Saints, the supreme power of the Pope 
over earthly rulers, and the authority of the Pope over Prot- 
estants (as per letter of Pope Leo XIII (1873) to the German 
Emperor). By the time he gets to the end of this series, not 
only will the attendance at the church prayer meeting have 
probably been doubled (because these subjects are really very 
interesting when properly explained), but both preacher and 
people are likely to feel more thankful than ever before for the 
privileges they have enjoyed in being brought up in evangeli- 
cal Protestantism, and more inclined to exert themselves for 
the salvation of their Catholic neighbors and friends. 

You can carefully watch your local papers to see what the 
priests of Rome are doing in the way of gaining influence in 
the municipal affairs of your city. Keep careful tab on all 
these moves and talk about them to your friends. Always as- 
sume that any Catholic that gets into public office will put the 
will of the priest before any other consideration. If the priests 
did not think so, he would not be likely to get the office. In 
individual cases this assumption may not prove correct, but 
it is fairly safe to act upon as a general thing, 

You can buy a copy of the Catholic novel “Vocations” 
through Christ’s Mission; then when you have read it, you 


can talk about it to one-half your friends and lend it to the 
other half. 
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You can get a copy of Bunyan’s “Pilgrim’s Progress” and 
lend it to your Catholic neighbor. If she has not any Douay 


Bible, recommend her to get one and to study especially the 
Gospel of St. John and the two Epistles of St. Peter. You can 
point out to her the fifth and ninth verses of the second chap- 
ter of the first Epistle, reminding her that she should pay 
special attention to them because her Church says that Peter 
was the first Pope. In talking to her about the Gospel of St. 
John direct her special attention to the fourth chapter and the 
conversation between our Lord and the woman of Samaria, 
emphasizing these points: 1. That Jesus, so far from think- 
ing that person “unworthy” to approach Him or to receive 
good from Him, spoke to her first, in order to do her good, 
though she was a “heretic” in religion from the Jewish stand- 
point. 2. That He promised a salvation both lasting and satis- 
fying to all who would receive it from Him. 3. That when He 
told her “the hour cometh and now is” that neither in Jeru- 
salem nor yet on Mt. Gerizim should men come to worship the 
Father, but that they who would worship Him must worship 
Him in spirit and in truth, He was telling her that the material 
sacrifices were being abolished and that therefore, the priest— 
as an institution—was being abolished, because his chief duty 
was to stand between the people and God in offering up to God 
the material sacrifices that they brought; and therefore, 4. That 
she can approach God boldly through Jesus Christ Himself 
at any time in any place, and without any help from priests or 


saints or angels or the Virgin Mary or anybody else, either 
human or superhuman. 


Always bear in mind that at least fifty per cent. of Papal 
education consists in the propagation of ignorance, both 
of things human and things divine. 

It is hardly too much to say that the hold of the Papal 
system upon its unfortunate victims is more due to their 


ignorance than to their knowledge of the teachings of their 
“Church.” 
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THE UNITED STATES A PROTESTANT COUNTRY 


During Lady Astor’s recent visit to the United States her 
statement that this was a Protestant country gave great of- 
fence to some of the vassals of the Vatican who are doing 
their utmost to “make America Catholic.” 

She was quoted as having said, in regard to the propa- 
ganda work of the Knights of Columbus of creating anti- 
British sentiment by means of monographs on historical sub- 
jects: 

“T wouldn’t put anything into a history that is biased. A 
lot of foreigners in America forget the foundation of America. 
It was founded by Protestants and in the Protestant faith. It 
welcomes all religions, but I don’t believe that any religion 
should mix in politics. When you get politics and religion 
mixing, look out. Take politics out of religion and put 
religion in politics. 

“T think that’s very unfortunate. This is a Protestant coun- 
try, based on Protestant faith. Catholics are welcome here; 
let them come. But they must remember that our founda- 


tions are Protestant and they can’t be changed. I respect 
everybody’s religion, but I don’t respect anyone who uses his 
religion for political purposes.” (In passing it may be men- 
tioned that the most misleading feature of Papal propaganda is 
the careful omission of essential facts in reference to the mat- 
ter in hand, rather than in making statements that can be con- 


troverted. This was especially conspicuous in the recent viru- 
lent anti-British campaign inaugurated by Cardinal O’Con- 
nell soon after the Armistice, camouflaged as “an educational 
campaign” on behalf of “Irish freedom.’’) 


Since the vigorous attack made on the Eighteenth Amend- 
ment by Dr. Belford, of Brooklyn, in his parish paper 
“Nativity Mentor,” he has been looked upon by many as a 
kind of successor to the late Dr. Phelan of St. Louis, whose 
“to-Hell-with-the-Government” sermon published in “The 
Western Watchman,” of June 27, 1912, brought him notoriety 
if not fame, lasting to this day. Dr. Belford said of the Prohi- 
bition Amendment among other “loyal” utterances: “No one is 
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bound to obey it, no one should have the least scruple about 
evading it, breaking it, or destroying it.” 

In respect of Lady Astor’s assertion that “this is a Prot- 
estant country,” Dr. Belford writes: 

“According to the latest figures available, more than 60 per 
cent. of the people in these United States belong to no church, 
have no creed whatever. At least 50,000,000, or nearly half 
the population have never been baptized and therefore they 
are not even Christians. Of the forty or fifty: millions who 
have some creed, at least eighteen millions are Catholics. The 
rest are just non-Catholics. They are divided into the various 
religious denominations, but only about one-fourth of them 
practice any form of religion or attend any church. How the 
lady can claim that ‘this is a Protestant country’ does not ap- 
pear. Had she asserted ‘this is a Pagan nation’ we would find 
it hard to deny the justice of her appellation. Pagan it may 
be, but Protestant it certainly is not.” 


Lady Astor’s assertion has, of course, abundant grounds of 
support from several points of view, and it was our thought 
to have stated some of these, but without any intention of con- 


tributing to the discussion, Dr. Frank Crane, a prominent pub- 
licist, has, without mentioning Protestantism, so effectively 
put the matter that for the present we stand aside, and “let 
George do it.”

The New York “Globe,” May 26, 1922, contains more than 
two columns from an article written by Dr. Frank Crane in 
“Current Opinion,” with the striking heading “Little Church 
on Main Street Keeps the Country Dry.” While the word 
“Protestant” does not occur in it, it really affords the most 
convincing proof that so far as “the American people” are 
concerned this is in reality a Protestant country, all the 
vehement declarations of Irish and other vassals of the Vati- 
can to the contrary, notwithstanding. The following are some 
of the most salient paragraphs: 

“Our thesis may be stated as follows: Here is an act per- 
formed by a self-governing nation, an act profoundly affecting 
the intimate habits of its citizens, an act, entirely depending 
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upon public opinion, yet an act begun and continued, not only 
without the aid or favor of any of those agencies which are 
supposed to control public opinion, but even against the ac- 
tive opposition of most of them.” 

Dr. Crane then says: 

“There are six things which are generally credited with 
the power of moulding public opinion. They are the press, 
society, the intellectuals, the church, the politicians, including 
the political parties, and the labor organizations. Every one 
of these to a greater or less degree either opposed prohibition, 
ignored it, or ridiculed it.” 

The attitude of each of these “things” is dealt with in suc- 
cession, as also the blindness on this topic of Lord Northcliffe 
and Mr. H.G. Wells. After a brief explanation of his use of 
the term “Main Street,” Dr. Crane says that “Main Street” 
is the gist of democracy, and that from “Main Street” comes 
every force that has made America what it is, and that con- 
tains any promise of what America is to be.”

“From ‘Main Street’ not only comes the tremendous urge 
of achievement which has made the United States what it is, 
but comes also the determining manhood of the country. It 
was not from the palaces of the rich, nor from the guarded 
institutions of tradition, but it was from ‘Main Street,’ with its 
little row of houses and its public school, and its Sunday 
school, that came the men who for better or for worse have 
signalized America. From ‘Main Street’ have come our poets 
such as Whittier and Longfellow; our business barons such 
as Carnegie, Rockefeller, and Gary; our humorists such as 
Artemus Ward, Mark Twain, and George Ade; our novelists 
such as Hawthorne; our generals such as Grant and I-.ee, and 
our statesmen such as Daniel Webster and Abraham Lincoln. 

“And about the most utterly characteristic institution on 
‘Main Street’ is the little church. 

“By little I do not refer to numbers, but to social, literary, 
political, and similar prominence. The term would include 
the so-called evangelical organizations, including the Metho- 
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dist, Presbyterian, Congregational, and Baptist Churches, and 
others, together with their by-products, the Salvation Army, 
the Young Men’s Christian Association, the Women’s Chris- 
tian Temperance Union, and the like. 

“The fact remains that it is in this group represented by 
the little church on ‘Main Street’ that there abides the most 
significant force of conscience which is in the United States. 

“Here is the grim remnant of Puritanism, the deposit from 
the evangelical wave of the eighteenth century. Here is that 
deep feeling that man is first of all a moral creature, with a 
context in eternity, and that every question is primarily a 
moral one. Here is that profound realization that a human 
being is first of all an immortal soul, and that nothing shall 
be allowed to persist which imperils that soul. It is this force 
that has written the prohibition amendment into the Consti- 
tution of the United States, and has done so in defiance of 
almost every class that thinks it controls public opinion. 

“The one wholly American institution in America is the 
little church on Main Street. It is the one institution among 
us that is level with the people, that speaks the mind and con- 


science of the people; that is, in short, of the people, by the 
people and for the people. 


“In every town of the United States, and in almost every 
' country township, the centre of conscience and the dynamo 
of social conviction is the little church. 


“England may be London, and France may be Paris, but the 
United States is not New York. The fact is that New York 
is more or less a European dump heap, and the same may be 
said of most of our larger cities. But the people of the United 
States are essentially pioneers and the children of pioneers. 
They have the conscience of the pioneers. And the greatest 
force behind that conscience comes from the little church on 
Main Street. . . .” 


The foregoing paragraphs form a tribute to Protestantism 
in general, and to the Protestantism of America in particular 
to which we have never read anything similar. Vatican 
writers of varying degrees of accuracy and intelligence would 
have us believe that this nation is under great obligations to 
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representatives of the Roman Church. Rome has always 
hated the little church on Main Street and all that it stands 
for, and wishes to destroy it and its work by “making America 
Catholic” and substituting the political philosophy of Popes 
Pius IX and Leo XIII for that of Washington and Jefferson 
and Lincoln. 

In the paragraph referring to the fourth moulder of public 
opinion Dr. Crane said: “The fourth supposed moulder of 
public opinion is the Church. By this term I am alluding to 
the church of the capital ‘C.’ Measured by the gauge of re- 
spectability, venerableness; and tradition, the two leading re- 
ligious organizations in the United States are the Roman 
Catholic and the Episcopalian churches. I do not think that 
I wrong either of these organizations when I record that, to 
say the least, they have not shown themselves enthusiastically 
friendly to the prohibition movement; and when the latest 
amendment to the Constitution was made, it was no fault of 
theirs.” So far as the Vatican organization is concerned, Dr. 
Belford’s editorial in the Brooklyn “Mentor” reprinted in our 
May issue, may be taken to express the general attitude of the 
Church expressed in terms characteristic of its cult. 


* * * 


Of course, in all such matters as this one must be careful 
not to include the individual members of the Roman Church 
as a whole, with the priests of Rome—the official agents of 
the alien Vatican department headed by Cardinal Gasparri. 
But
